A capsule 
popped through the clouds, drifted gently down and landed with a thump on the lawn 
outside the castle. The hatch awung open with a bang and two figures dove out and lay 
panting on the grass. Koklnts. Montjoy and Glonanna raced from the room in a mad dash 
to Bet to the astronauts. "Jon Doe - silently slinks out the back way. jumps on the bicycle 
and races to the border and then back to the embassy in Paris There he files a "TOP 
SECRET" report which le sent directly to NASA. It lay in the files in Houston for 3 years 
Until, on April 13. 1970 another space program disaster began unfolding. In themidetof 
a tense strategy session, the program director remembered the "TOP SECRET" report. He 
suited it from his cafe and thrust it in front of the NASA engineers. It lust might work 
here, they all agreed, after some study. 

The rest is history. Except the name of Kokinta. Saceombe. Frevoir and Grand 
Fenwick are never mentioned.
